In the Hammond High School Association are five major branches. They in- 
clude the Association Officers, the Court, the House and Senate, the Presidential 
Cabinet, and all members of the school.

Hammond High opened its 1950 football season with a 
resounding crash by giving Thornton Fractional a 31 to 6 
lesson on the Meteor home field. Joe Baliga played outstand- 
ing ball by running for two touchdowns and passing for 
another. 

The Wildcats dealt Bishop Noll their only defeat of the 
season, by a score of 7 to 6. It took a 35-yard point after 
touchdown conversion by Baliga to salvage the game. 

Hammond High made it three in a row as they swamped 
Clark, 32 to 6. Almost everyone on the squad saw some ac- 
tion after the Wildcats accumulated a 20 to 0 first half lead. 

For the first time in seven year HHS beat E. C. Roosevelt, 
by a score of 6 to 0. Al Gomez became the hero of the Wild- 
cat cause by scoring the game’s only touchdown on a 25-yard 
end run in the last quarter. 

Hammond had to settle for a 7-7 tie with a keyed-up 
Whiting squad, who spoiled the day for a capacity home- 
coming crowd. 

Evansville Reitz, with their trick plays and long passes, 
caught the Wildcats off-guard and defeated them 7-6 with 
a last quarter touchdown. 

Hammond High jumped to a 7-6 half time lead, but fal- 
tered before a powerful E. C. Washington offense, to lose 
20 to 7. 

Gary Emerson dealt the Cats their third straight loss, 
14 to 6, at weather-beaten Gleason Field. 

Hammond Tech defeated the Wildcats 13 to 0, in a game 
which saw the thermometer descend to 18 degrees. The Cats 
held their own for most of the game, but seemed to lack 
a scoring punch inside the 20 yard line. 

Hammond High finished the season with a record of 5 
wins, 3 losses and 1 tie. Joe Baliga and Captain Tony Milazzo 
were recognized for their stand-out play by being awarded 
positions on the all-conference team.

Hammond rooters saw their team’s hopes for a fourth 
consecutive sectional title fade in a heart-breaking one point 
loss. 

The Wildcats compiled a record of 13 wins and 8 losses, for 
a fairly successful season. Hopes for next year are high in 
view of the H.H.S. "B” team, which won 8 and lost 7. They 
won the city "B” team tourney and showed flashes of promise 
for next year. The freshman-sophomore team won 5 and lost 
9 and the freshman team split even, winning 9 and losing 9. 
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SWIMMING 

This year’s swimming team will no doubt go down in Hammond High’s 
athletic history as the greatest. The mermen extended their winning streak to 27 
straight. They won the eleven regularly scheduled meets easily, and climaxed the 
season by winning the NIHSC crown and the State Championship. The team broke 
both team and individual records galore. The 61 points scored in the NIHSC meet 
and the 68 points scored in the state meet at the Purdue Fieldhouse were the 
highest totals ever recorded in these meets. Bob Martin broke the state record 
established in 1942 in the 100 yard breast stroke. He lowered it from 1:11.8 to 
1:08.8. Ronald Bobinsky lowered the state record in the 100 yard back stroke 
from 1:09.0 tol:06.6. The record had stood for eight years. Wayne Hagerman 
established a new state record in the 200 free style. His time was 2:16.0. The 150 
yard medey relay team tied the state record of 1:28.9 established in 1942. Next 
year’s team will probably continue the string of victories and new records, for 
several of this year’s standouts will be back for another season and another crack 
at state records. 


INTRAMURAL PROGRAM 

The intramural program continued to progress under the leadership of Mr. 
Bereolos of the faculty and Harry Gallagher, student manager. The slogan "A 
team for every student and every student on a team” was realized even more fully 
this year. Cooperating with the physical education department, the program w r as 
extended to include basketball, tennis, horseshoes, cross country, and swimming. 
The girls’ program was more varied and a co-ed volleyball tournament proved 
to be quite popular. 

GOLF 

Several steady players from the 1950 team were returning at the start of 
this season to put Hammond High in the running for the golf championship. At 
press time Coach King listed as his squad the following boys: Granack, Boyle, 
Whitaker, Pickford, Snow, Warmus, Sachs, and Loss. 

TENNIS 

The tennis team lost only three matches during the regular season, two of 
these at the hands of East Chicago Washington, the 1950 conference champions. 
The other loss was to Blue Island, long-noted for its tennis teams. The net-men 
ended the season with 5 wins, 3 losses, and one tie. The team finished second in the 
conference meet. 

Members of the team, which was coached by Mr. Overman, were Nelson, 
Gallagher, M. Woelfel, Abrahamson, Field, Cook, Kuhn, Korba, Evans, H. Woel- 
fel, and Miller. 

BASEBALL 

The Baseball team of 1950 climaxed their season by winning the western 
conference championship. The Hammond American Legion team, composed largely 
of Hammond High students, won the Indiana State Legion Ball Championship. 
The 1951 team, which was again on its way to a fine record, was composed of 
many of the same boys who played on last year’s state championship squad. Out 
of its first 10 games, Hammond High won 9 and lost 1. At press time, the 
chances for another conference championship seemed promising.

TRACK 

Through a great deal of hard work, the track team compiled an impressive 
record up to press time. At this time the Cats had lost only one regular dual 
meet, had placed second in the Goshen Relays, and had placed first in both the 
city indoor meet and the western conference indoor meet. Several outstanding in- 
dividual performances pointed to a creditable record for Hammond High in the 
state meet in May. 

The freshman-sophomore team had won four and lost one up to press time. 
Included in these wins was the annual city indoor meet. 

CROSS COUNTRY 

This year’s cross country team compiled a fine record, considering the fact 
that every member of last year’s team had graduated. They won 4 meets, lost 1, 
placed 7th in the Hobart Invitational, 11th in the NIHSC meet, and 8th in the 
state sectionals. The freshman-sophomore team won 5 meets including the city 
meet. They were second in the tri-city meet. The freshman team won the city 
freshman cross country meet. These fine records of the reserves point to a very 
good season for next year’s cross country harriers.
